No, 39-ITCfPN;, 72, dated 4th March, 1972 and para 3(3) of Appendix 27 of Hand 
Book Of Rules and Procedure (1972-73), on the above subject. 

2 . The above provision has been reviewed further and it has now been decided 
that under this provision import of such cars only, as are fitted with necessary 
disability devices and or controls and are thus suitably converted for use by disabled 
persons, will be, allowed, since the intention in allowing such imports is that the 
disabled applicant can use and drive the car himself without having to depend on 
a driver. In this connection it is clarified that import of cars with automatic 
transmission on.ly which are not fitted with any disability devices controls etc. will 
not be allowed to be imported. 

3. It has also been decided to scale down the existing monetary limit of Rs. 30,000 
c.i.f. to Rs, 22,000 c.i.f. Applications for import of above types of cars from disabled 
persons within the revised monetary limit of Rs. 22,000 c.i.f. will be considered by 
the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi, in the enclosed application 
form duly supposed by documents mentioned in column 13 of this form.
